Engineer and Navigator 
Die Trying

A U. S. BOMBER STATION IN ENGLAND, Feb. 21.—(/F)— 
From five gunners came the story today of how the engineer and 


the navigator of a bullet-tom Fortress tried to bring it home from 
Leipzig yesterday —and gloriously Jailed, 


The story began when a burst of cannon Ore from enemy 
fighters killed The co-pilot and seriously wounded the pilot. 
The first thought of Top Turret Gunner Carl W. Moore of 
Williamsport, Pa., was to save the ship. 
He rushed to the cock­ 
pit. pulled the dead and wounded men from the controls and 
took over. 
Moore .and the engineer had only eight hours piloting ex­ 
perience and the navigator four, but among them they took turns 
flying the plane home, standing up for about three hours before 


they could get the dead and wounded men from their flying scats. 


“The cockpit windows were shot out and it was 31 degrees 
below zero,” Moore related. “My hands were so swollen 1 barely 
could move them. The ship lunged so much I was sick all over 


the place ” 
Tense hours over Britain followed while the courageous air­ 
men groped their way to the home tmse. 
On orders of the control tower, Moore and four crewmen par 
achuted to the ground. 
“The other two boys wouldn't leave the pilot,” said Base Com­ 
mander Col. Eugene A. Romig, Byesville, O. 
“It was as fine an 
example of heroism as I’ve ever seen.' 
Romig went up in another plane to try and shepherd them 
in. 


But the Fort crashed on the field and exploded, killing the 
engineer, navigator and the pilot. Censorship prohibits explain­ 
ing what happened to the bombardier. 
"They might have made it if the controls hadn’t been dam­ 
aged,” Moore said. “The ship didn't seem to want to la n d ” 
“I'll never forget my. farewell handshake with the engineer, 
who was at the controls as we bailed out. 1 landed among a herd 
of sheep and they ran all over the place. 
“I was all right until I got back h e re -th e n I went to pieces 
and cried like a baby.* 
While the engineer was seeking to bring the plane down al­ 
most every American airman on the ground knew he was up and 
was pulling for him. 
From one base to another for more than two hours he flew 
the Fortress trying to find his way home. . . 


A dozen control towers talked to him by radio and learned 
his pilot was wounded and his co-pilot dead after Sunday's series 
of raids on German aircraft plants, 


. “I'm the engineer,” he fold one ba e in a coo vr re. “I don't 
know much about flying this thing but I’m trying to bring It back 
whole if I can. Got about 15 minutes’ fuel left. 
Well—-the engineer found his base. 
Five of the ship’s gun­ 
ners bailed out. 
The engineer could have jumped too, a. well as the bom­ 
bardier and the navigator. 
But all three stayed aboard ti ving to bring the bomber down— 
and all three died with the wounded pilot in the crash landing. 
The names of the heroic engineer and his companions cannot 
be given until their next of kin aie notified.

Asso ciated Press co rrespo ndent No rman Bell 
vo lu nteered io r a war repo rting assignment imme­ 
diately after Pearl Harbo r. Fro m No v. 17. 1942 
when he jo ined the United States fleet at Ho no lu lu 
to Ju ne 4, 1943. he slept asho re bu t three nights, 
repo rting the Pacific war du ring its first dark days. 
Then Bell was assigned to the No rth Pacific 
where he ranged tho se icy w aters fo r mo nths o n 
end alert fo r the big sto ry he knew so me day was 
su re to break. 
It did and No rman Bell a lo n e w as o n the jo b. 
In the space o f a few days. Bell becam e the first 
United Natio ns co rrespo ndent to fly with U.S. Navy 
raiders o ver the lapanese ho meland, bo mbing 
Paramu shiro Island and the o n ly war repo rter to 
acco mpany a United States task fo rce shelling 
Paramu shiro fo r the first time.

out of all proportion to his mus­ 
cle. I could list a page of exam­ 
ples.” 
Comment: Phy siologists ascribe 
the sudden increase in muscular 
powt r due to anger, fright, or ex­ 
citement, (or perhaps deliberate 
attempts at stimulation) to the 
release of adrenalin into the blood 
stream from the adrenal glands. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. L.:—Are rabbit tests alway s 
correct? Does a pregnancy show 
up in an x-ray ? Do tumours move 
and thump? 
Answer:—No test is alway s cor­ 
rect, but the rabbit test is quite 
accurate if properly done. A preg­ 
nancy shows on the x-ray when 
the baby ’s bones are sufficiently 
formed to have calcium. Tumours 
do not move and thump.

trades and exchanges 
of pro p­ 
erty . When 
a 
person 
receives 
goods for services as in the case 
of a w o rkm an 
taking groceries 
for wages, or a lawy er receiving 
securities for professional serv­ 
ices, a question 
in income tax 
liability 
arises. It 
also 
arises 
when a farm er trades farm pro ­ 
duce for services or goods, such 
as groceries or farm equipment, 
or when cattle or farms or o ther 
pro perty is traded. It arises fre­ 
quently in security transactions, 
particularly 
in 
reorganizations, 
where 
one form of security 
is 
exchanged for 
ano ther form of 
security 
of the same 
o r a dif­ 
ferent 
corporation. 
All 
such 
transactions 
may give rise 
to 
taxable gain. 
In the case 
w here a taxpay er 
exchanges his services for 
go o ds 
o r pro perty —for 
instance, 
a 


carpenter who puts 
up shelves 
for a grocer 
and is paid in gro ­ 
ceries—the fair m arket value of 
the goods or 
pro perty received 
is 
co nsidered as 
o rdinary 
in­ 
come and should be repo rted in 
item 1 (Wages, salaries, etc.) of 
either 
sho rt 
Fo rm 1040 A 
or 
long Fo rm 1040. 
Taxpay ers who 
have income 
from any o ther 
kind of trade o r 
exchange 
m ust use 
long Form 
1040. If 
farm farm produce 
is 
exchanged 
for 
merchandise, 
groceries, o r 
the like, the m a r­ 
ket value of the articles received 
in exchange is to be included in 
gross income. In this instance, if 
a 
farm er traded cabbages 
for 
$10 w o rth of harness, he should 
include the $10 in

farm expenses
